TO INVESTIGATE GAS WASTAGE 


EDMONTON—The Alberta govern- 
ment will nvestigate the wastage of 
gas in the Turner Valley oil field to 
determine the necessity of conserva- 
tion regulations, it was announced by 
Hon. N.E. Tanner, Minister of Lands 
and Mines. A system of gas quotas 
based on production figures may be 
the result. 

In recent months the Turner Valley 
field has become one of Canada’s 
bigest oi] producers. 

There are 76 producing wells in- 
cluding one of 2,000 barrels daily 

If the government decides to pass 
conservation regulations, gas quotas 
may be used, The object would be to 
maintain the gas pressure in the field 
as high as possible without retarding 
production.

PREVENTING SOIL DRIFTING 


The most effective way of prevent- 
ing soil drifting is the practise of 
strip farming along with trash covers 
and surface cultivation, according to 
the experience of the Dominion Sta- 
tion at Swift Current. Soil driftine 
is one of the most serious drawbacks 
to farming in most of the great plains 
area where the practise of summer- 
fallowing is one of necessity followed. 
Various methods have been experi- 
mented with in trying to overcome 
soil drifting and the above mentioned 
one is considered the best.

It won’t be long now before grain 
growers will be preparing for spring 
operations and one of the first things 
to consider is treatment of the seed 
grain for smut. Experts are ynani- 
mously of the opinion that new im- 
proved Cerosan, standard Leytosan, 
and Leytosan “P” afford the best pro- | 
tection for seed against diseases, Dr. | 
A.W, Henry of the University of Al- | 
berta says that Alberta’s wheat yield | 
could be increased by two bushels to | 
the acre through scientific seed treat- 
ment, He thinks the use of formalde- 
hyde is particularly dangerous in the | 
dry soils of Western Canada since it 
tends to delay maturity, predisposing | 
plants to disease and insect attacks.

NO BLAME ATTACHED 
SAYS JURY INQUIRING 
INTO J. TABERT DEATH 


The jury inquiring into the death 
of Jacob Tabert, who was killed in a 
rail accident in Carbon on February 
9, attached no blame to anyone in 
their verdict rendered at the inquest 
held in Drumheller Tuesday night at 
the provincial court house, 

The text of the verdict was “that 
Jacob Tabert came to his death in the 
Drumheller municipal hospital, in the 
Province of Alberta, about 7:30 p.m 
on Tuesday, February 9, 1937, as a re- 
sult of injuries received in an acci- 
dent which occurred in the railway 
yards of the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way at Carbon, Alberta, on Tuesday. 
February 9, 1937, at about 10.00 a.m. 
the said Jacob Tabert 
walking alongside the railway 
and slipped and fell 
string of eight empty box cars which 
were being switched at the time; No 
blame is attached to anyone, it being 
our opinion that accident un- 
avoidable.”
